a description from English sources the 
explosion was of such a kind that it 
must be inferred that it was caused 
by a mine rather than torpedo. 

“Undoubted proof exists that a Ger- 
man submarine was actually in the lo- 
cality where the Hesperian was at- 
tacked and ships were sunk both to 
the north and south of this spot on 
September 4 and 5.

Letter Given Openly. 

“Dr. Dumba's letter,” said Archi- 
bald’s statement, “was given to me 
most openly at the steamer's gangplank | 
just before sailing. Hundreds of per- 
sons were about and there was not the 
slightest suggestion of secrecy. Of its 
contents, I had absolutely no knowl- 
edge. I supposed, or course, 
simply referred to my work. I 
hat the very open manner in which 
the letter was given me shows that Dr. 
Dumba had no intention of using me or 
my passport as a shield for the trans- 
mission of any improper letters. 

“I did not consciously break either 
the spirit or the letter of my passport 
or of any law, but merely did what 
every traveler crossing the ocean does, 
by carrying notes or small packages 
as an accommodation to friends, Just 
as I did when Jf returned from Ger- 
many last year, when I carried several 
letters and official dispatches to our 
state department for Ambassador Ger- 
ard and packages for Mrs. Gerard ahd 
others. Of course, in doing this for 
Ambassador and Mrs. Gerard I did it 
simply as a matter of friendship, pre- 
cisely as I carried the letters in this 
case.”

AUTO TRANSPORTATION 
GIVEN 0. K. BY JUDGE 


No One Can Dictate to Sheriffs 
How Prisoners May 
Be Hauled. 


September 20.—(Special.) 
A case of state-wide interest has just 
been decided by Judge Brand, coming 
from Walton county—a case in which 
the sheriff sovght to obtain an order 
‘requiring the ordinary to pay a bill 
for expenses incurred in going after 
j}two prisoners, the ordinary (there be- 
/ing no county commissioners in that 
county) refusing to allow for auto- 
mobile hire, holding that the sheriff 
in his “necessary expenses” allowed 
iby law should have used the railroad. 
There is little law on the subject, 
Since the use of automobiles for quick 
|and general transportation have come 
da magy use since the question was put 
up to the courts. 

The sheriff, instead of taking the 
| railroad, hired a machine for two trips, 
the expense being less than $5. The 
case Was a test case, in which sheriffs 
over the state will be interested. The 
court decided in favor of the sheriff, 
holding that neither the ordinary, 
board of commissioners nor court hav: 
a right to dictate to the sheriff as his 
discretion in the matter of necessary 
expenses, the officer being under oath 
to perform the duties of the office.
